No. 27-ITC(PN)/63. —Attention is invited to Government of India, Ministry of 
Commerce and Industry Public Notice No. 63^ITC(PN)/62, dated the 17th May. 
1962 as amended from time to time on the subject mentioned above 

2. On a further review of the position, it has been decided that for clauses (a> 
and (b) of Note IV under paragraph 1 of the above referred to Public Notice 
the following shall be substituted, namely: — 

“(a) Not less than 66% of the value of the import entitlement for import 
of dyes intermediates as may be specified m the Import Trade Control 
Policy for the respective licensing periods. 

(b) Not more than 10% of the value of the import entitlement for import of 

caustic soda. 

(c) Not more than 26% of the value of the import entitlement for import 

of coal tar dyes and/or textile chemicals as specified in the Public 
Notice No. 87-ITC(PN)/58 dated the 31st October, 1968 as modified 
from time to time” 

8. The above amendments shall be applicable in respect of the import entitle¬ 
ment on export of Cotton Textile Fabrics etc.,' made after the date of this Public 
Notice under the Cotton Textiles Export Incentive Scheme.
